In the said Regulations — 

(1) Tn Regulation 50, for sub-paragraph (i) of Note 
3. the following sub-paragraph shall be substituted, name- 
ly :■ — 

“(i) When the journey is performed by road between 
places connected by rail by taking a single seat in a pub- 
lic conveyance, the actual fare paid for a seat in the 
public conveyance plus incidentals admissible as for a 
journey by rail or the lower rate of road mileage pres- 
cribed in Regulation 49 1I-B but limited to rail mileage, 
whichever is less, will be admissible.” 

(2) In Regulation 49 1I-C, in clause (1), the fol- 
lowing proviso shall be inserted at the end, namely : — 

“Provided that officers in receipt of actual pay of 
Rs. 1,300 and above but below Rs. 1,600 may also, for 
journeys on tour, travel by air at their discretion in cases 
where the distance involved is more than 800 kilometers 
and the journey cannot be performed overnight by rail.” 

This notification shall be deemed to have come into 
force with effect from the 15th May 1965.
